After 831 days without 
a bite, agent wonders 
if house is untouchable

Some real estate agents thought the brick 
two-flat at 7244 S. Prairie Ave. in Park Manor 
would be a quick sell. After all, it was the place 
crime boss Al Capone and his family once 
called home. 

But in 831 days on the market, there hasn’t 
been a nibble— despite a price drop from 
$300,000 to $225,000. 

That raised concern from Hinsdale real es- 
tate broker Christine Moscinski, who is a his- 
tory buff on the side. So she sent out a tweet 
and started an online petition to “save” the 
six-bedroom structure that now houses two 
apartments. 

“I need an investor or person experienced 
and interested in making it a historical land- 
mark and museum before it’s torn down,” said 
Moscinski, who happened to stumble upon 
the listing last week. “It just fell into my lap, 
and I felt I needed to get involved. So I sent 
out a tweet and it just propelled. I think Al is 
behind all this.” 

But the idea that the house is in danger of 
being torn down is news to the owner, 77-year- 
old Barbara Hogsette, a retired teacher who 
bought the building in 1963 and still lives 
there. She never had a conversation with 
Moscinski about her home. 

Linda Bowman, the agent Hsting the home, 
said it is not a foreclosure and is not in danger 
of being destroyed. 

This wouldn’t be the first time someone has 
tried to gain landmark status for the house. 
In 1989, a group tried to do the same thing, 
according to Hogsette, but that effort failed 
amid protests from Chicago’s Italian commu- 
nity, which didn’t want to glorify the criminal. 

Though they said it would have been nice 
to know what Moscinski was up to before- 
hand, Bowman and Hogsette are glad the pe- 
tition has brought a lot of attention to the hst- 
ing this week. Moscinski said she has gotten 
more than 1,500 clicks on her website, where 
she has a link to the home. 

Bowman, though, is wary She received a 
lot of interest in the property early on, too. 
But they were mostly gawkers who wanted to 
take a peek inside. She had to add a stipula- 
tion to the listing requiring potential buyers 
to show proof of funds before they could see 
the property 

The Capones bought the two-flat home 
with large bay windows for $5,500 in August 


1923. They were among a wave of first- and 
second-generation European immigrants 
who moved to the South Side neighborhood 
during the Prohibition era. 

During that time, Capone worked his way 
to becoming one of the city’s most notorious 
crime bosses. 

According to historians, Capone’s home 
at the corner of 72nd Street and South Prai- 
rie Avenue was his safe haven. His mother, 
Teresa, and his wife, Mae, signed the original 
deed. According to a story that ran in the Chi- 
cago Tribune in December 1927, Capone once 
holed up in the house after police threatened 


to arrest him if he stepped outside. 

Capone went to prison in 1931, and he had 
moved to a home in Florida by the time of his 
death in 1947, but his mother continued to live 
in the Chicago house until she died in 1952. 

Hogsette, who raised a son in the first-floor 
apartment and rents out the second floor, 
listed the house in 2008 for $450,000. She 
thinks the house is a good investment but says 
there aren’t many remnants of the notorious 
gangster left after several renovations. 

The gold-leaf cornices, which Capone im- 
ported from Italy, are still in place. But the 
7-foot tubs, also imported from Europe, have 


been replaced because no one could find parts 
for them in the U.S. The original garage also 
still stands. Capone had one of the largest in 
the neighborhood in order to accommodate 
his big, fancy cars. 

Still, every spring and summer, Hogsette 
gets a steady stream of people riding by to 
take a look. 

“They want to take pictures or they want to 
come in and take a look,” said Hogsette, add- 
ing that she wants to sell the house and move 
into an assisted living faciUty “I’ve only allowed 
one couple in, and that was eight or nine years 
ago. They came all the way from Europe.”

Marina City sets ground ruies 
for watching Waiienda waik

Some residents of Marina City— those icon- 
ic corncob towers north of the Loop— may 
have a front-row seat to Nik Wallenda’s high- 
wire act Sunday, but building management 
there is setting some ground rules. 

Wallenda will do a two-part walk— first be- 
tween the Leo Burnett Building and Marina 
City’s west tower over the Chicago River 
and then, blindfolded, he will walk a span 
between Marina City’s west and east towers. 
The walk is set to begin at 6 p.m., accord- 
ing to Discovery Channel, which will air the 
event live. 

On Oct. i6th, building management sent 
a memo to residents who plan to watch the 
daredevil feat from their balconies, banning 
laser pointers, flash photography, fireworks, 
yelling, loud music or disturbing sounds, 
drones, grilling, throwing things and lean- 
ing over the raUings. Residents also are lim- 
ited to a maximum of lo guests per balcony, 
according to the memo, and each of those 


guests must be registered in advance. 

Building managers also are asking residents 
to turn off during the walk the strings of lights 
that line many of their balconies. The build- 
ing also win shut down its parking garage dur- 
ing the event, according to the memo. 

“I don’t take this personally There’s a lot at 
stake, including somebody’s life,” said Steven 
Dahlman, who rents a north-facing apart- 
ment in Marina City and edits Marina City 
Online, a news website that covers the towers 
and surrounding neighborhoods. “People are 
just jockeying for space on a balcony some- 
where, and it’s a big deal here. There are only 
a lucky few who have a great vantage point.” 

Dahlman, who will be watching the event 
from a designated press area, noted that be- 
cause the towers are cylindrical, the majority 
of residents will have little to no view of the 
tightrope walk. 

But, “facing south, you’d have an amazing 
view,” he said. “You’ll see him, you’U be with- 
in shouting distance. I think it will be an odd

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Aldermen endorse 
tougher smoke 
detector rules

A City Council committee Tuesday en- 
dorsed changes to a city smoke detector 
requirement that allowed building owners 
to escape penalties if they installed the de- 
tectors after being caught without them. 

Under current city ordinance, building 
owners who are cited for failure to have 
working smoke or carbon monoxide detec- 
tors can install or fix them before a hear- 
ing and escape fines, which run from $300 
to S500 a day, said JMatthew Beaudet, first 
deputy commissioner of the Department 
ofBuildings. 

“The building owner can escape liability 
by simply putting in the smoke detector or 
fixing it after the fact,” allowing them use a 
loophole to “gamble with the lives of resi- 
dents,” Beaudet said. 

The change endorsed by the Zoning 
Committee would remove that after-the- 
fact option. It’s slated for a Nov 5 vote of 
the full council. 

Landlords are responsible for installing 
smoke detectors in all buildings, both in 
common hallways and individual apart- 
ments. They also must replace batteries in 
the hallways, although tenants are responsi- 
ble for replacing them in their apartments. 

So far this year in Chicago, there have 
been 15 fire-related deaths. Six of those 
killed were children. In 12 cases, there were 
either no smoke detectors or ones that 
weren’t working in the building.

Taylor Swift connects with 
fans via secret sessions

They came from Bakersfield, San Diego, 
Long Beach and elsewhere across southern 
California, about three dozen young women 
plus a handful of young men who had caught 
the eye of the gathering’s host with posts 
about her on Twitter, Instagram, Tumblr and 
other social media sites. 

Enticed by vague invitations to be part of 
“an amazing opportunity,” they were shuttled 
in luxury vans through the winding roads 
above Beverly Hills on a recent Saturday to 
a two-story mansion where they noshed on 
pizza and other snacks. Just moments after 
they’d settled in, arguably the biggest 
pop star on the planet popped 
through a doorway, a fluffy 
white kitten clutched to her 
chest. 

“Hey, guys,” Taylor Swift 
said to screams of delight. 

A few minutes later. Swift 
explained how her guests had 
been selected based on com- 
ments they had posted on social 
media sites. 

“You guys have been individually hand- 
picked— by mostly me,” she said. “I’m ob- 
sessed with Twitter and Instagram and Tum- 
blr. Why I wanted to have you here at this 
secret session is to play the entire new album 
for you.” 

It was the first of several of Swift’s “secret 
sessions,” during which she personally pre- 
viewed her fifth studio album, “1989,” for 
groups of fans ahead of the album’s release 
Monday (others were held at her homes in 
Nashville, New York and Rhode Island). 

That’s a major departure from the veil of 
secrecy surrounding her two previous block- 


buster albums, “Speak Now” in 2010 and 
“Red” in 2012, both of which defied the mu- 
sic industry’s downward trajectory of recent 
years by seUing more than a million copies 
each in their first week of release. 

The big question facing “1989” is whether 
Swift win be able to strike platinum a third 
time. Billboard projections are putting first- 
week sales in the 800,000 neighborhood, 
which in the ever-shrinking world of music 
sales is still a rare achievement. So far, no al- 
bum released in 2014 has sold more than i mil- 
hon copies, and the biggest first-week sales 
figure this year came in May with Coldplay’s 
‘Ghost Stories,” which sold just less 
than 383,000 copies. 

Swift has called “1989” her 
first “official pop album,” and 
much of it was created in col- 
laboration with pop-R&B 
producer songwriters Max 
Martin and Shellback, Ryan 
Tedder and singer-songwriter 
Jack Antonoff of Fun. 

“I think if you respect, admire 
and love a person— or in this case, a musi- 
cal community— you’ll be honest with them 
and very upfront about what’s happening,” 
she said in reference to her continuing musi- 
cal evolution. “Looking back, I think when 
[her 2012 single} T Knew You Were Trouble’ 
spent seven weeks at No. i on the [pop] sin- 
gles chart, a lot of the world should have seen 
that as a warning flare. It showed that this 
part of my music is really working, and it’s 
something I’m really passionate about. 

“I don’t think the country music commu- 
nity was shocked that I made a pop album,” 
she added. “I think they were shocked that I 
was honest with them about it.”

Before Stephenie 
Meyer watered 
down vampires with 
sparkles and high 
school drama, Anne 
Rice reigned supreme 
in the world of the 
undead. 

With “Prince Les- 
tat,” out Tuesday she 
retakes her throne as 
queen of the damned. 

Rice’s latest novel 
is the 13th book in her 
Vampire Chronicles 
series, which starts with “Interview with the 
Vampire.” The Vampire Chronicles are styl- 
ized as memoirs of blood-sucking individu- 
als, with the first five books centered mostly 
around Lestat (Tom Cruise’s character, if 
you’ve seen the movie). Later books are 
penned from the perspective of other vam- 
pires, whose paths usually cross with Lestat’s. 

“Prince Lestat” is most closely tied to the 
third book, “The Queen of the Damned.” 
However, the rebellious Lestat of “Damned,” 
who defied his elders by attracting worldwide 
attention as an ’80s rock star, has become 


unsettled and unsure of his place in the world 
by 2013. 

Adding to his disquiet is a voice that speaks 
to him and other vampires, goading younger 
vampires to turn on each other and older 
vampires to destroy the younger ones. Be- 
cause of his former fame, Lestat finds himself 
pressured to lead and must decide whether to 
accept this responsibility 

“Prince Lestat” takes awhile to get going, 
with Rice using much of the novel’s first half 
to refresh the reader’s memory While these 
mandatory recaps usually make for quick 
page turns, in this case they’re crucial, given 
the amount of time that’s passed (38 years 
since the first book, ii years since the most 
recent). 

Yet Rice avoids pagelong summaries, trust- 
ing her readers’ memories — or her memora- 
ble writing— to do the rest. Having read most 
of the series between 2007 and 2009, 1 found 
she re-shared just enough to prod my memory 
in the right direction. Soon the details, still 
vivid thanks to her visceral and gritty imagery 
came flooding back. It’s not unlike how Rice 
describes the act of drinking blood, starting 
with a small bite and turning into a deluge of 
gore and memories from the dying victim.

But in no way is the series the dying victim 
in this analogy While “Prince Lestat” nicely 
gathers together the various plotlines and 
protagonists of the previous 12 books, it also 
infuses new life into the Vampire Chronicles 
and sets the stage for a new era. (The next 
book in the series tentatively is titled “Blood 
Paradise.”) 

In the post-“Twilight” world. Rice re-es- 
tablishes her dominion over Uterary vampire- 
dom, turning the focus from fight roman- 
ticization and back to the dark, sometimes 
downright ugly side of the undead. During 
an angry rant, one character refers to “this 
stupid, ridiculous cheap high school vampire 
babble.” Ironically, he’s referring to the Vam- 
pire Chronicles, but Rice very easily could 
have been pointing to another, more recently 
popular series. 

Take that, Edward Cullen.
